S8 O POMEROY DEAD,

The Ex-Senator from Knansas Passes
Away in Muassachuoscurs,

Woncester, Mass.,, Aug. 27,5, (.. Pom-
eroy, ex-Uuited States seuator from Kansas,
died ot Whitensville this morning, aged 70.

Samuel C, Pomeroy was born at Sonths
ampton, Mass,, Jununry 8, 1516, sod was od-
ueated at Amherst college. In 1552 he was
eleocted from his native town to the Mpssa-
chusetts legisinture. He also ook an nctive
part in organizing tne New Eopgland Bm-
igraut  Ald  soclety, established in 1504,
of which ho beciine the financial agont. He
ongugod with great enrnestness inthe anti-
slavery strugelo in Kansas to which terri-
tory he had emigrated in 1564 and wos a
member of the defense committes.  In 1550
he was @& delegate o the itts-
burg and Philadelphia  conventions, and
to that  of Chicage n 1560 Muring
the famino in Kansus wis made chalrman
of the relief commuttes, and was electad
United States senator from that state, which
office ho held from 1861 uncil 1575, Ever
sines his retirement from the sonate he lins
resided in Washington, lviog in comfort-
able sryle,

Hu wus o
sonator from 1861 untll ISTH, when by a brib-
ery oxposo he was defeated for re-clection,

John J, Ingalls was elocted to succeed him,
Until this calamity in his nistory, Pomeroy
was well thought of by his party frienas in
Washington, Charles Sumner snid to Sen-
ator Ingalls [n 1579, “If this calamity had nos
befullon Pomeroy and be bod died before me,
I myself would have pronounced his eulogy.'

York from Chicago. She had a dress cutting
system aud started an catablishment on Sixth
uvenue, She made a greit deal of money.
Aunold employe, Hannoh MeDonald of 427
West Thirty-seventh *srreet, said yesterday :

“For a long time she made /s bigh a 31,000
a menth, Her cousin, John H. Livingstone,
to whom she claimed to be married, never
came near the place. ' Ho started an opposi-
tion placs in Fifth avepue.  Hoth advertised
as ‘Lavingstons’ and bolh claimed to possess
the original system.  She got out an injunec-
tion, hut dropped preceedings when informed
that he would bo punishea if she won the
case. She sold oul hor businesssuddenly and
went to Europe. On her return she sccused
the woman who assisted hor husband of Lav-
ing tried to poison her. Thero was every

roapect of a ssnsational suit, but again she
oft the ity and never came back. No di-
vorce proceedings were ever brought by her.
1 suppose | should never have heard of her
Agalu except that yesterday 1 receoived a
Terre Haute paper that told of her death,’

Her friends nre making earnest inquiries
to learn the address of & certain hotel where
she had lived in New York. She satd when
dying that her will and 10,000 in money
waore In the hotel. A young lady was also
quoted a3 corrobarating Miss Livingstono's
statement,

Broadway. “l1am sorry,” said he, “to learn
of the death of my cousin, Miss Lavingstonn,
but I cannot untierstand why she should
ever have clalmed to be my wilfe, As to her
having invented the systam, that is ridico-
lous, Twenty yvears sgo I was mastar me-
chanic on a road running into Chicago, My
consin and her sisterhad a dressmaking shop
in Chicago. One du{r. noticine how badly
their drossaes fitted, I found the cause to Lo a
ridicutous method of measuring. 1sat down,
and in o day mvented on arcangément which
simplified the whole proceas. 1 patented it
and made a fortune out of it. I never married
her.  As to tne will and money, | know noth-
ing und care less. Everybody around this
neighovorhood knows me, and [ don't think
you cun fopd anybody who can teuthfully say
an unkind word avout me, | fear that some-
body has been lying, nithough so fur as the
money gooes Miss Livingstone doubtless hud
considorable.

Hos an [elshman by birth, but has apent
the past twelve years in Australine He is
evidently a man of very good edueation,
Chemistry has long beon his hobby whilo his
pleasure hns been found in making experi-
ments,  His alscovery of his ability to pro-
duce ralu, he says, was entirely accidental.

Durine a severe drouth in Australia, he
clnims to have made a dozon successful tests,
Afterwards, he made five succossful exporl-
maents in New Zealanda, He bas been in this
country only a few months and has made his
headquarters at Canton, 0. He made three
successful experiments there,

Rogarding those whioh wore not suceeasful
he says lie wasn't in them. The local papers
got to appointing days for rain on their own
acecorid,  On these oceasions many poeople
naturally looked for the down pour but it
never came, This was not his fault ns ho
udvertised no experiments on such days and
he made none,  This, he says, accounts for
tho slleged failure.

Melliourue looks forward to his success as
a mattor of course. He Is willing to try the
experiment at any time or under any circum-
stances that the commitiee may sugroest. o
leaves the time entirely i their hands, The
weuther here has bean threatening and ralny
for several days, consequoentiv the exoeri-
ments will be postponed until such tiine as
the weather is perfectiy cloar. The experi-
ments will be conductea under a committoe
composed of Androw Gllehrlst, president of
the Stock Growers' bask, C. P. Organ and
ex-Governor Baxter, all of whom ars heavy
land ownors in this vicinity and deeply intor-
asted in the outeome of the artiticial rain.

Mglbourne claims that he c¢an pre-
mpit;pa moisture over a region
of 500 square miles or less, just

as required,  His invention Is not patented
but the ingredients nre not expensive. Whatv
thev are, 13 his secret. He says he wants to
domonstrate bovond dispiute that he ean pro-
duce rain at will, then he will sell his se¢ret
to the national government. If he fails in
tnls, he will try the state governments of the
arid regions and if they will not take the
matter up he will sell his secret to corpor-
ations in eertain prescribed regions,

Melbourne is o modest, unassuming man
anad he has favorably impressed everybedy
he has met. The experiment will e triea in
the stable in the resr of F. H. Jones' resi-
dence here and will be eagerly awaited by
Cheyenne people.

FOSTER BEAT THE BANKERS,

He Wanted More Gold in the Vaults
and He Got Ir,

New Yon, Aug, 97, —The Herald says:
When Secretary Foster found the gold iu the
national treasury running low with the 44
per cont bonds duo on Septembor 1 he was
puzzied to knew how to replenlsh the supply.
The express companiva charged 75 conts on
#1,000 for shipping currenoy from the east to
tho west, and whon the domand began to
come into the New York banks from the
westorn ¢itios for monay to movoe the great
crops, all the shipments wore at fiest mado
that way., The enstern banks of course sont
legal tonders to thole westorn correspon.
dents,

Then Sccretary Fostor caused it to bo
mnde kuown to the woestern banks that the
treasury department would ship money to
any part of tho west for 15 eents por §1.000,
Therefore the western banks sccompaniod
every draft on Now York with an order to
ship through ths Treasury department, When
the New York banks went to the sub-trens-
ury In Wall streat to doposit the money for
shipment, they found to thelr surprise that
Asslstant Treasurer Roberts insisted upon
the deposit of gold com or gold osrtificatos,
When asked if tho troasury had issued aoy
order tothat eMect, Mr. Hoborts admitted
that thore haa been wo offleial ordor, but, he
snfd, It was the practics.”  ''ho bankors
called Mre. Hoverts' atwention to the fast that
It was an entirely new practice to insist upon
al) gold for such shipments, but the asalstant
trensurer was ohdurate,

The bankers protested, but thers was no
help for them. The result bas been that
ovory Now York bank whicn nas recelvod
during the last two months an order foe clr-
rency to supply a western bank, has been
obliged to deposit against it oithor gold coin
or wold cortificates in the sub-treasury in
Wall street. T'hen thoe governmen., lnstead
of sending the gold to the west, has simpiy
put it in the vaulta and sent out a telegraphlo
order to the sub-troasury at Chicago, or the
nearest government depository to the bank
wanting this monaey, to transmit to the bank
legal tendoer,

So succassful has this policy boen that the
gold reserves in the antional treasury have
Inerensed about ELL000,00 In adout six
woelks, On June 30, the supply of gold in the
Lroasury agerogatod 117,067,529, At present
the total is 120,400,027, Moantime the ecold
roserves in New York banks have falien so
low through this strong deain thst many
bank oficers iave becoine somewhat alarmed.
Thers has been a gooa desl of wrumbling
within the last week, and Inasmuch as thore
was no unmedinie prospoct of decronse in the
demands for currency from the west, there
have been several informal conferonces in
bank parlors to deturmine what concorted ne-
tion the banks might take in tho way of re-
prisal upon the secrotary of the treasury.

There [s no doubt that serious action by
the bankers in that direction would have
been attemoted hiad it nov been for the action
of Secretary Foster vosterday,  He bhaa kept
his eye upon the New York banks, He pri-
vately communicated  with  tha national
tronsurer, and vesterday when bankers sent
to the .-\u'h-trellnur_\r to make their curreney
shipments to the west they were surprised
and pleased to be informed by the suaye Mr,
Roberts that the “practice’” of tho depart-
ment had peen changed nod that the treasury
would necept half gold and half legal tenders.,

This concession satisfloa the New York
bankers for thoe time being. It has put a stop
for the present to the talk about a svatematic
combination of the bankers agilnst the see-
retary of the troasury. In financisl circles
vesterday it was admitted that Mr. Foster
has baen verv shrewd and has fairly out-
witted the New York banks.
